— Whereas draft of Ihe Cantonment Electoral 
(Amendment) Rules, 1978, was published with the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India, in the Ministry of Defence 
No. S.R.O. 153, dated the 24th April, 1978, in the Gazette 
of India, Part II, Section 4, dated the 6th May 1978, as 
required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1924), for inviting objections and suggestions from all the 
persons likely to be affected thereby till the 4th July, 1978 : 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to 
the public on the 6th May, 1978 : 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from any person before the date so specified : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 31 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely : — 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Cantonments Elec- 
toral (Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publi 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the Cantonment Electoral Rules, 1945, to rule 14 
the following provisos shall be added, namely ; — 

“Provided that the Central Government may, on 
receipt of a recommendation to that effect from the President 
Cantonment Board, postpone, by not more than forty days, 
the date of such election to a later date on any of the 
following grounds :— 

(1) the date of election coinciding with or is in close 
proximity of the date of election for the Lok 
Sabha, State Assembly or any adjacent local au- 
thority ; 

(ii) a riot or open violence breaks out or there is ten- 
sion in the Cantonment on account of such riot or 
violence ; or 

(iii) some natural calamity affects the Cantonment. 

Provided further that in respect of items (ii) and (iii) above, 
the President, Cantonment Board may, if deemed necessary, 
on receipt of a report from the Returning Officer, adjourn 
the polling in any ward of the Cantonment in case — 

(a) a riot or open violence breaks out in that ward, 
or any of the polling stations on the eve of, or on 
the date of polling ; 

(b) some sudden natural calamity affects the Canton- 
ment : 

Provided also that on receipt of a report of such adjourn- 
ment of election or polling, the Central Government may 
appoint the day on which such postponed election or polling 
will be held by publishing a notification to that effect in the 
Official Gazette and after the date is so notified, the President, 
Cantonment Board, shall notify locally, in the manner pres- 
cribed in this rule the place, and time of polling for the 
election so postponed without de-nove compliance of for- 
malities prescribed in these rules.”
